-Prefects Braeden Donnelly, Eddie Jia, and Nolan 
Rush were asked to reflect on how they have been 
staying engaged during the pandemic and how they 
have seen other students handling the challenges of 
COVID-19. Here are their thoughts. 





t has been a bittersweet year for the grads. The reasons to 
be bitter may be obvious, but with a little reflection, there is 
a sweet side. 


As Old Boys, the Class of 2021 will be able to repeatedly 
enjoy An Andrean Christmas, Cadet Inspections, and the 
Focus Festival produced this year. Whether on campus and 
distancing or in online learning, there has been a need to film 
almost every assembly, chapel service, and coffee house; even 
individual projects have included some form of recording. 
Our whole year is documented and should become one 
amazing time capsule for our class. This is something no 
other grad class gets to have. I’m thankful and truly proud of 
my classmates for how well we've done with what we've been 
given this year. 


During the fall and before transitioning to online 
instruction, the ACPlus programs started up as usual but 
with some mandatory precautions.

I was in charge of hosting a paint night for SAC students and 
girls from Trafalgar Castle School, an all-girls school in Whitby, 
Ont.

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BEHIND THIS YEAR’S 
DRESS CODE

Ss“: the start of the school year, the most notable 
change in the community of SAC since the pandemic 
has probably been the decline of dark blue colours and 

the thriving of white and red. The reduced requirement of 
dressing provided the SAC students with an unprecedented 
level of freedom that every piece of clothing that has a SAC 
logo or writings can be worn at school at any time. Mr. 
Inglis, the Coordinator of Student Life, has stated that the 
purpose of the new dress code is for social distancing. Since 
lockers are unavailable for day boys, changing before sports 
is a concern as First Dress is troublesome to be carried 
around. In comparison, pants or shorts, hoodies, and sports 
shoes prepare students for their day. 


However, some students still chose to wear First Dress 
or summer dress in September. Many wore the First Dress 
for some events, including the Thanksgiving Prayer Circle. 
Some of them, however, miss wearing First Dress: “The 
‘casual dress’ now, I mean the spirit dress, is lacking a sense 
of formality,’ noted a graduating student, “even though 
First Dress is tight and inconvenient for sports, it also 
restrains the tendency to be lazy and idle.” This viewpoint 
has been agreed on by most of the interviewees. Not only 
does dressing up urge students to focus and pay attention, a 
classroom full of students in neat and tidy dress also forms 
an academic atmosphere that facilitates the efficiency of 
learning. 


So why do you choose not to wear it? The most common 
answer to this is simply habit. As students get used to 
hoodies and slides, comfort and convenience outweigh the 
formality of the First Dress. In fact, the sign-up rate and 
participation in fall term sports this year were higher than 
in any recent years. Besides being cooped up for six months 
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[due to pandemic lockdowns], the easy access to the sports 
provided by the spirit dress could be a source of motivation. 
In addition, some students suggested it could actually be 

a better policy to require First Dress only for events while 
leaving the spirit dress as an everyday option, even after 

the pandemic. “They are still school uniform,” a Grade 10 
student suggested. “That's why it is called ‘spirit’ However, 
as most faculty members and students suggested, the “spirit” 
might be more about sports and activities and less about 
academics. 


Most SAC students don't realize that, in fact, for boarders 
who get their room to change and those who dont have to 
change because they didn't sign up for sports, maintaining 
the First Dress code is inarguable. Also, if sports are 
cancelled due to the exacerbations of COVID-19 cases, we 
may see the return of mandatory First Dress. However, if 
the pandemic lasts for years and lockers will be no longer 
accessible, the spirit dress we are wearing right now could be 
a new page on the history of SAC. We have to be prepared 
for both. While we are still in spirit dress, we should be more 
disciplined and choose our clothing wisely: staying away

from the notion of “loose,” “lazy,” and “ready to go home” 


but embracing positive elements like “motivation,” “vitality,” 
and “health” 


Disregarding the uncertainties in the situation, the 
only thing we can make sure of is to keep ourselves active 
and hopeful. What we wear on the outside might be less 
important as a factor. As Head of School Mr. McHenry 
commented, the more positive we stay, the less we will 
suffer. Putting on the spirit dress is the best response a SAC 
student can do to stick with that positivity. x
